“7.12. In the event of a temporary vacancy occurr- 
ing in the Deanship of a Faculty, the Head of 
the Department next in turn for the Deanship 
shall act as the Dean for the period of the 
vacancy without prejudice, however, to his 
holding Deanship for a full year in his own 
turn. In the event, however, of a Deanship 
falling vacant permanently before the expiry 
of normal period of Deanship, viz., one year 
the Head of Department next in turn for the 
Deanship shall be appointed Dean of Faculty 
in his own turn and shall hold office for one 
year from the date on which the Deanship so 
falls vacant.”
